Pittsburgh Kan., March 5.—Two -b.an- 


dits boarded a Missouri -Pacific tifain 
Monday1 night and irobb<ed the passen- 
gers. Lou Jeff, a colored miner em- 
ployed by the Central Coal and Coke 
company, was killed because he pro- 
tested, and W. L. Westlake of Toledo, 
(X, who with his wife and two children 
had been visiting relatives in Kansas* 
was shot through the hand by a stray 
shot that had been fired at the negro. 
There were few passengers on the 
train and the robbers secured only a 
little over $100 cash and a few revolv- 
ers and watches. 


The men were disguised only with 


false mustaches. One was a tall man, 
weighing between 180 and 190, the 
other about 160 -pounds. Both were 
dark complexioned and wore dark 
slouch hats and dark clothes. They 
boarded the train here at the station 
and began working the train as it 
passed the Kansas City Southern 
shops. They commenced at the smok- 
ing car and, one walked_ ahead with a 
'4i^aliber;:revb.rrar^iir^afcTl handl-and 
quietly asked the passengers to "shell 
out" to the man behind, who was 
closely following. They were not far 
behind the train auditor and followed 
him into the woman's coach. 


When the men came to Jeff in the 


woman's coach he pulled his revolver 
and took a shot at the foremost rob- 
ber, who shot twice at him. The first 
shot went wild and struck Westlake, 
but the second struck the negro In 
the head and killed him instantly. 
They then quietly made the auditor 
stand and deliver and hurriedly left 
the train as it entered the yards at 
Cornell. The men escaped. 


Westlake, the wounded passenger, 


was taken to Liberal, where his hand 
was dressbd by the local surgeon of 
the company. As soon as communica- 
tion could be had with Agent Donahy 
of this place, a switch engine with a 
posse of officers was sent to Cornell, 
when is only four miles from here.

question hy District Attorney Jerome 
.13 to what form of insanity Thaw "has 
or had" Dr. Wagner declared that 
Thaw "is suffering" from symptoms 
which lead toward a melancholic state 
and a state of dementia 
praecox. 


When 'asTted to describe the latter 
phrase, Dr Wagner said it covered 
such a wide field o'f dementia as to be 
difficult ot strict definition. Dr. Wag- 
ner declared Thaw's condition of mind 
at the time of the shooting was the re- 
sult of one of the insanities'of adoles- 
cence. " He -would not go further- than 
this in an attempt to classify the 
exact form.

on "D. Evans -was Concluded,
